Every Day.

OMAHA MAN HAS A QUAINT HOME
Heveris to Jdenl of a Bygose Time
and Models His House on
Lines of Roomy Com-
fort,

Loeal dealers In cement report & probable
decrenss In the priee of this important
pullding commeodity, The price al present
is $2. the sama as It was & moath ago.
¥atlure of the rallroads to furtish cars
has kept down the supply, which under
normal conditions might have besn mueh
jafger at this time. Dealers wre looking
for lower prices In the spring becauss of
@n indrease in the output and a greater
competition among the rival manufactur-
ere.

The use of cement in Omaha has in-
erensed by leaps and bounds, taking the
place formorly oocupied In many parls of
the houmse by lumber, which s now
snibbed 1o a considernble extent becauns
of the prtee. Lumber has been golng up
and oement has besn coming down. Al
the pressnt t(ime, because the market Ia
declining, no one |p buying more than ls
absolutely needed for present buliding
operations,

A house boing completed by an Omaha
busipess man in the west part of the eity
m to ba the most pronounced exampls of
the wsdmirable old-fashioned iype yel
erected In Omaha. This men comes of &
well known family of some colonial prom-
Inence.” From this ancestry he thinks he
wetn his taste for the colonial style of arch-
\tecture.

““I'here I8 nothing so comfortable ms the
houses our forafathers bullt and lived in'
sald this mun. “They didn't ltve so fawt
then as we do now and they had discov-
ered the true sscrot of comfortable living,
In these dayn of rapld living and fads
people have tried to Improve on the styles
of & hundred years ngo. But to my way
of thinking they have made a notuble fall-
uré In thelr eMorts. [ have copled as
nearly as possible the rooms of the house
my great-grandfather llved in na they have
been desoribed to me traditionally.'"

The kitchen of this house i» of large
praportions, ‘The celling s rafltered and
the rafters are not polished and varnished,

pbut rough hewn and exhibiting all the
pristine beauty of the sturdy timbers of
which they are made.

The furniture is all In keeping. The
chalrs are Dutch or Windsor In thelr lines,
the rockers being broad and comfortable
Jooking, and the other pleces being bulit
to give the greatest comfort.

The ohsrm of the whole house cannot be
denied. When one I8 within he can al.
mont seo.the apirita of the revolutionary
fathers hovering about the rooms &nd re-
julelng In the fact that thelr good iaste
has been admitted and an attempt madas
to give it a remalssance in the modern dny.

“Merely becnuse it in winter is no ren-
son why those who have gardens should
neglect them or overlook them,” suld o
jocal gardoner.

Economy in Use of Lumber |

There In a tendency on the part of men
who upe lumber to drop Into the hablt of
using certain grades and lengths, ‘thlhﬂ
It b In the lne of economy or not, Con-
tructors who agree to bulld a house for
4 certaln amount of money and who fur-
nish the materinl themselves, study -the
question of length, and waste as little as
posmible. They are, however, usuaily bound
by contract of furnish certain grades which
Lthe owner wishes put Into hin bullding, But
when the contractor does nol furnish his
own material, he frequently insists on the
kind of- wood-most easily worked mnd on
the lengths onusing him the least Iabor.
Now this meanns, very often, unnecersary
expenss Lo the owner. '

True economy means the "use of the
wood costing the least possible money to
give good service where utilized, the work
of placing consldered.

Troe economy means the use of lengiln
outting to the best advantage, not gen-
erally, but specifically applying Yo the
building in hand, taking into conslderation
the Ilabor required. \

True economy menns the use of grades
costing Lhe least mondy to give good service
In the part of the bullding where tmsed,
the labor of utiliging the different grades
baing about egual.

Real economy may be practiced In the
selection of the kind of wood to be used
in certaln parts of the bullding but in this
ghort article no further mantlon will ba
made of thin. A strong plea (s entersd.
however, for the bulldér to co-oporate with
bls workmen In an effort to secure sconomy
in the use of lengths and grades, The
manufacturer cannot cut all his logs of
equal length, Think a moment; A tres
Jjust felled Is being mensured off for the
saw. There Is forty feet of the boll free
from HUmbe. This may be cut into one
pixteen-fool, one fourteen-foot and one ten-
foot log. It. may be cut into one sixteen-
foot and two twelve-foot logs. It may be
eut into four tan-foot logs or It may be
eut into two fourteen-foot and one twelve-

insist on sixteen-foot lengtha even when It
does not cut to adveantage and resulta In
u waste of materisl. The munufacturer
would supply the wholesaler and through

him the retail dealer with the lengths
wanted, If posasible, but cannot cut the
forty-foot length into two sixteen-foot

logs as hs would have an eight-foot left

foot log. Now muny comsumers of lumber

which is not a destrable lengih. If he cuts
over the limb, he has reduced the grade
of practically all of thé Jumber coming
from that log from clear to common and
made it Impossible to secure snother log
of deairabie length and grade before reach-
Ing the forka of the tree.

By careful attention It Is possiblo for the
manufacturer, without sacrificing his in-
Lerests, L0 secure more of one length than
another, but only to' a limited extent, and an
exdensive #nd continuous demand on the
part of the consumer for a certain length
will eventually make It necessary for the
manufacturers to charge more for that
length and esuse the retall lumberman to
fix the price of that length ag the Lasis of
sale on wll leAgths of that, grade. So In
addition to using the length which outs
with the least waste, the consumer ahould
Insofar as possible use the proportion of
lengths produced by the milli for in the long
run this will mean economy, Wiat Ia
true of lengtha 18 alsno, to a leaser extent,
true of widths,

Evonomy In grade la more Importapt still,
The writer has no patience with the man,
who, after howling himself alek about the
nwful cost of lumber and saying there s
no. monay in bullding, rushes off and buys
and payn for No. 1 common yellow pine for
eheathing when No. 2 common s just na
serviceable and costs less money. Kvery
day men are buying and putting into thelr
buildings matorial of high grade when a
lower grade would answer every purpose
and cosl less money, Knota do not injure
dimension or boards at nll if placed mo the
plece Is not weakensd. The lasting quality
Is not affected. |

The writer bellieves that the constant dis-
Inclination of the consumer to accept and
usa lower grades of Jumber whmj possible
to do so has had a strong Influence in rais-
ing the standard of price on average salos
as only about 20 per cent of the log run
product at the mill will gradae into the up-
per grades,

Then again, In the market for lumber,
whether you bulld a house, barn, corn crib
or fonce, make a study of lengths and
graden best sulted to the work In hand and
buy socordingly. Your own best judgmaent
and that of your lumber dealsr will resulf
In cconomy not only to yourself, but to all

engaged In the production and handling of |

a better condition tn Omaha than In other

ditles of the went, I

A month agoe the report complled for
weaternn business sald. “Cltles along Lhe
Mikrourt river are favored with excellent
realty conditions. There s 0 marked Im-
provement In_ gencral business and the
erops have been good. The farmers Are
prosperous and farm lands are readily =old,
The country distriets have outgrown the
cittes and the latter are enjoying mctivity
in resl ostate incident to & much needed
rnlargetment, Many houses nnd busineas
buildings are in the course of srection
Thers are few vacancies. Maortgage money
in abundant at reasonable rmtes.”

Just n month later a careful canvas of
the situation from correspondence of
Omaha real estate denlers with dealers In
other cities uncovers the fact that condl-
tlons vary mccording to the loeality,
Duluth reports much Improved conditions
in the realty markel, the demands for all
classes of property being normal and good,
Minneapolls has felt the effoct of the
moneinry situation, which has killed the
busipess 1o a large extent In the Twin
cities and their envigonments. Sloux Clty
reportd business more qulet than at any
time during the last two years, and large
purchasers ‘of olty property are squirming
under the lond, George . Call, owner of
large tracts of land within the ity limita,
and who Is spending money Inying out new
additions, sald in & recent meeting of the
Renl Estate exchange, ‘1 have not & cent
invested in ‘bank ®tock and cannolt longer
be classed as a banker, I have all mr
money in Bloux City real estate and that s
what worrlies me."”

Des Moines, Cednr Rapids and Council
Bluffa report conditions hetter than n
month ago. Kansas City has had Hitle
demand for clty property, but reports an
active demand for farm lands to actual
farmers at prices higher than ever before
renlised,

The conditiona in Omaha have been influ-
enced largely By the fact that mortgage
money s scearce and hard to get. Ldan
und  bullding u-aﬁnllnm Were  never
stronger, biut the afringenty has out off
thelr Incomes and what money they are
recalving Is being pald to thoss who econ-
tracted loans before the "4 was put In
position by the national banks.

But there s a-tendency In Omaha to buy
homea and those who have ths cash Are
keoping up the market and the demand
has not been a great deal lesn than n year
ago, Those who must borrow to buy
have naturally given up the Idea of secup-
ing property this year and will save dur-
ing the winter, which will make thelr
loans amnllgr next apring. One real estate
firm han sold twenty out of forty houses
whieh It held since November 1, nand the
fnkAeinl A went o 'Cotober 37. 'Kl hotsea
were sold for gush, Under ordinary olr-
cumstances, they would have sold about
the aame number of homes, but would
have disposed of thein to customers secur-
Ing loans Instend of to cash purchamsers.
The financial situationy has made the cash
purchasers loosen up In Omaha and out
down the number who have been buying
with borrowed money.

Throughout the Unlted Btates the real
estate market s feeling the money sirin-
gency, which started In the larger busi-
ness cenlers and spread to the smaller
towns and cities. Prices have mot gune
down, nor are they likely to fall In such
substantial oftfes as Omaha, bLut the ex-
treme difficulty of borrowling money, ab-
normally high Interest rates and commin-
slons, have made things guiet,

In the New England states small sales
amount to practically nothing., Employes
aro being discharged and factories have
closed down. Vacancles are ocouring in
rented properties and. rents are hard to
collect. '
